by the search of a widespread area by the Security forces following

the BGFIEND leaflet drop on 28 July and the Jj August Apple resupply 
mission. However, the Sambo Team, in both instances, was outside its 
assigned operational area* The British representative in Athens intends 


to request London to postpone or cancel their proposed 23 August leaflet 
raid to avoid any possible alarm during the infiltration of their 
Saluki Team on that date* -3 believes it is possible the British 

will request BGFIEND to suspend all leaflet raids during the remainder 
of the operational season or to restrict any raids to urban centers*
